OR FUND? 


When it comes to giving away big 
money, donors have a choice: set up 
a private foundation or put the 
money into a donor-advised fund 
managed by a large firm. Each has 
advantages and disadvantages. 

A donor-advised fund, often run 
by a major investment company, 
offers simplicity and privacy and 
larger tax deductions. The money is 
generally invested in the company’s

state of emergency with 
water supply,” said Woods. 
Wilmington’s supply takes 
from the Ipswich River 
Basin, which is “highly 
stressed.” 

Outdoor watering is only 
allowed before 9:00 a.m. and 
after 5:00 p.m., including 
hoses and sprinklers. 

The Commission relaxed 
the restriction on using hand 
held hoses, so residents may 
water outside daily during 
accepted hours. The 
Commission also now allows 
outdoor watering with above 
ground sprinklers or in- 
ground sprinkler systems 
one day per week, again only 
before 9:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m. Residents may 
choose the days they wish to 
water relative to rainfall, so 
if it rains on Tuesday, resi: 
dents may want to water 
their lawns on Friday. 

“We ask that people try to 
be honest and water once per 
week and watch the weather 
forecasts,” added Woods. 

By watering lawns deeply 
once per week, roots pene- 
trate deeper into the soil, 
making for a more drought- 
and disease-resistant lawn. 
The policy is not only good 
for the environment and 
water usage, but also for the 
lawn itself. 

“We want to allow people to 
have green lawns but in an 
eco-friendly way,” comment- 
ed Woods. 

Because the new policy 
relies on the honor system it 
is important for residents to 
know that the Department of 
Environmental Protection is 
still monitoring Wilmington’s 
water usage and has limited 
the withdrawal volume.

If residents notice that 
neighbors are watering more 
than once per week they may 
report the abuse.

doubt that we can bring in

When Martiniello, a 1995 
WHS graduate and current 
WHS assistant track coach, 
first contacted the American 
Cancer Society, he told them 
to expect big things ‘from 
Wilmington. 

“This is a community- 
town,” said Martiniello. 
“Just look at the concerts on 
the Common, the Fourth of 
July, the Memorial Day 
Parade - this town is all 
about community.” 

Everyone has been touched 
by cancer, Martiniello has 
lost aunts, uncles, and family 
friends. 

“I just want to express my 
thanks to all of the support- 
ers, sponsors, participants, 
volunteers, and everyone 
else,” Martiniello said. “The 
event could not have hap- 
pened without all of them.” 

The event was more than 
people walking around the 
track - there were temporary 
tattoos, a Wii tent, a K-9 
demonstration, karaoke, a 
self-defense class, and more, 

“It was not just a somber 
event,” said Martiniello, “it 
was about living as well.” 

For Tom Ceres, the meaning 
of Valentine's Day changed 
forever when his 12-year-old 
daughter, Emma, was diag- 
nosed with cancer. Days 
later he formed the first of 
three teams to raise money in 
the Relay for Life. Together, 


. Ceres’ teams raised $17,000 of 


the total raised in Wilmington 
for cancer research at the 18- 
hour event that took place 
May 16 - 17. 

Packed with people, Alumni 
Field behind Wilmington 
High School was energized 
during open ceremonies for 
Wilmington’s first Relay for 
Life event. 


“I am so proud to be stand- 
ing here this evening with all 
of you as part of an interna- 
tional movement to end can- 
cer We're here tonight in 
Wilmington to do what 
Relayers do in 5,000 commu- 
nities across American and in 
19 other countries,” said 
Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Michael 
Newhouse. “By walking this 
track this weekend, you are 
joining forces with nearly 
four million people worldwide 
who want to save lives. 

“We have gathered as a 
community, determined that 
those who are facing cancer 
will be supported, that those 
who have lost their battle 
with cancer will NOT be for- 
gotten, and that, together, we 
will continue to fight back so 
that one day, no one in 
Wilmington will hear those 
dreaded words, ‘you have 
cancer.” 

When Ceres first heard 
those very words in relation 
to his daughter it was as if he 
was struck numb. 

“Nightmare is a good way to 
describe it. My mouth went 
dry; there really isn’t a word 
to explain it. All kinds of 
emotion went through me,” 
said Ceres. “But the surgeons 
said to me, if you are going to 
get cancer, this is the one to 
get.” 

Emma was diagnosed with 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma in 
February. While she began 
chemotherapy her dad was 
rallying firefighters all over 
the state to the Relay for Life 
cause, Though the American 
Cancer Society limits the size 
of teams to 15 people, he eas- 
ily filled three teams, all 
named Bravest (1, 2, and 3). 

As a union officer, Ceres is 
well connected and sent out a 
letter to 400 union fire depart- 
ments across the state, many 
sending back hefty checks. 

Ceres estimates 30 fire 
departments replied back 
with donations. North 
Reading gave $300, Reading 
gave $500, Medford gave $200,

and Malden gave $100. Even 
Action Ambulance stepped up 
with a $500 donation. 

Perhaps even more moving 
for Ceres was the little girl, 
his daughter’s age, that 
pulled out $20 of her own 
money after raising even 
more for her participation in 
the Relay. 

In today’s tough economy, 
raising so much money in 
such a short time speaks vol- 
umes about the cause and the 
community’s sppport of it. 

“(This experience] showed 
me that there are still good 
people out there. If you watch 
the news you see all the bad 
news. It showed me that there 
are people that care and have 
a heart and are motivated to 
help other people,” said 
Ceres. “Its incumbent upon 
those that are healthy to pay 
it forward. I would have been 
pleased with raising $1,000. 
To come back with $17,000 as 
a team is unbelievable.” 

The Relay kicked off at 4:30 
p.m. beginning quietly as 
cancer survivors, clad in pur- 
ple t-shirts, walked halfway 
around Frank Kelley Track. 
Then, the music came up and 
caregivers and parents met 
the survivors on the track 
and finished walking the lap. 


“You could have heard a pin 
drop,” said Ceres. His 9-year 
old son, Brendan also partici- 
pated on one of the teams. “It 
was very moving, very pow- 
erful, very therapeutic. 
Emma smiled the whole time. 
Very touching. That began 
the relay.” 

The rest of the crowd was 
invited to join in for another 
lap and they were off. The 
relay lasted 18 hours with dif- 
ferent themes every hour in 
the evening. When 
Firefighters, Police Officers, 
and volunteers were invited 
to take to the track, the fire 
fighters on Ceres’ teams 
donned 70 pounds of gear and 
walked together for 45 min- 
utes or two miles. Emma and 
another firefighter’s daugh- 
ter held hands and led the 
way. 

“Everyone in that depart- 
ment has been touched by 
cancer,” said Ceres. “All we 
were trying to do was show 
that we didn’t forget about 
the guys that have gone 
through it, or are fighting it 
now. We're walking for them” 

The survivors enjoyed a spe- 
cial spaghetti and meatballs 
dinner under a tent on the 
football field, soon jeined by 
parents and caretakers. 
Flowets were given to each 
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survivor. 

When it started to get dark, 
around 8:00 p.m., luminary 
bags, purchased and decorat- 
ed by individual donors, were 
put out to line the track and 
guide the relayers from the 
rest of the night. More 
themes popped up such as 
Favorite Superheroes and 
Fourth of July. 

Around 3:00 a.m. the skies 
opened and the rain began to 
fall. Ceres said his team put 
ponchos on and kept walking, 

“It didn’t dampen any spir- 
its though,” said Ceres. 

The whole walk ended at 
8:30 with an abbreviated fight 
back ceremony as the rain 
started to come down strong 
again. 

As for Emma, her dad says 
she smiled the whole time. 
Having conquered 12 sessions 
of chemotherapy, she will 
shortly begin 17 straight days 
of radiation. Yet, she is still 
in school and from the time 
she was diagnosed to the now, 
she earned Honor Roll twice. 

“I couldn't make the honor 
roll in eight years of school,” 
quipped her dad. “She is a 
very motivated, very strong 
young woman.”

After Braduating nine players from last year’s 13-8 team, the Wilmington High School varsity baseball team finished the regular season with a 10-10 record to 
qualify for the Division 2 North sectional tournament for the third time in the past four years. 


Baseball team will travel to Wakefield on Thursday

Two weeks ago it seemed 
like an easy lock that the 
Wilmington High School var- 
sity baseball team would 
make it to the state tourna- 
ment for the second straight 
season. With an 86 record, 
two more wins didn’t seem 
like a stretch. But*then the 
Wildcats dropped three 
games against two terrific 
teams in Newburyport, 
Masco and‘ North Andover. 
After a’ non-league win over 
Minuteman ‘Tech, the 
Wildcats needed at least a 
split in this weekend's annual 
Dick Scanlon Memorial tour- 
nament, and they came 
through with just that. 

On Saturday the Wildcats 
defeated Billerica (8-12), 11-4, 
to officially qualify for the 
tournament. On Sunday, in a 
terrific  pitcher’s duel, 
Wilmington was edged out by 
Reading, 2-1, finishing the 
Tegular season with a 10-10 
record. 


On Tuesday, the MIAA 
released its state tournament 
pairings and Wilmington was 
the No. 18 seed and will trav- 
el to take on the No. 15 seed 
Wakefield Warriors, another 
10-10 club in a preliminary 
game to be played Thursday 
at 4:00 pm. Should 


Wilmington prevail in that 
game, it will then travel to 
North Andover for a quarter- 
final round game to be played 
on Saturday at 2:00 pm. 

Wilmington was defeated 
twice by North Andover this 
season, 42, in 9 innings and 
then 6-1. 

This will be the third state 
tournament appearance for 
head coach Aldo Caira since 
taking over before the 2002 
Season. In 2006, the Wildcats 
finished 11-11 after defeating 
Latin Academy, 6-4, in the 
first round, and then falling 
to Wayland, 8-2 in the quar- 
terfinals. Last year 
Wilmington was defeated in 
the first round of the state 
tournament by Tewksbury, 5- 
2, in the quarterfinal round to 
finish the season at 13-8. 

“Well, it's great to get back 
in (the state tournament) this 
year,” said Caira. “After 
graduating nine guys from 
last year’s team, I kind of 
thought that this season 
would be a rebuilding year. 
But even after losing our first 
two games you could see that 
this team had the talent to get 
to ten wins and that's what 
we set our sights on. We went 
on a three game winning 
streak and that seemed to get 
us rolling. We knew that if we 
put everything together that 


we could get to ten wins.” 

The weekend tournament 
started with Wilmington over- 
taking Billerica, 11-3. The 
Wildcats offense really woke 
up in the third inning scoring 
eight runs to break the game 
wide open for starter Jeff 
Kannally, who went the dis- 
tance to improve to 4-2 on the 
season. Offensively he was 
helped out by Ryan Searles, 
who had three hits including 
a double, while he knocked in 
a run and scored a run. 
Michael Murphy had a big 
three-run triple, and Mike 
Scola scored three times and 
knocked in a run. 
Additionally, Nick Boutoures, 
who has had a real solid sea- 
son at the plate, added two 
RBI and scored two runs, 
while, Dan Cushing (2 hits), 
Jon Spurr (2 runs) and fresh- 
man Vinny Scifo (two-run sin- 
gle) chipped in as well 

On Sunday, Murphy 
matched up against tall left 
hander Ben O'Shea in the 
championship game of the 
tournament. Murphy was 
tremendous going the dis- 
tance, giving up two runs on 
seven hits while walking 
three and striking out five. 
But O’Shea ended up striking 
out ten batters and giving up 
an unearned run on seven 
hits as Wilmington just could-

n't come through with the big 
hit when needed. 

“I was hoping in the finals 
against Reading that we 
wouldn't have a let down 
after making the states,” said 
Caira. “I told the kids that 
this game is a statement 
game for us because when we 
do win a couple of tourney 
games, Reading might be 
standing there in front of us 
again. And boy did they 
respond. We faced 
(Reading’s) number one 
pitcher and battled them to 
the end. We had seven hits, as 
did they, but just came up a 
run short. Murph pitcher a 
phenomenal game and our 
defense was solid. (Our kids) 
just made every play when 
they had to to win. 

“Danny (Cushing) crushed 
the ball twice, but kid in cen- 
terfield was playing just short 
of the Reading line and he 
pulled it in. If he's playing a 
normal centerfield, it's over 
his head and we take the 
lead.” 

At the conclusion of the 
tournament, it was 
announced that Ryan Searles, 
Jon Spurr and Michael 
Murphy were named to the 
all-tournament team. Earlier 
this week, Searles was named 
the lone representative from 
the team as a Cape Ann 


League All-Star. No members 
of the team were named all 
league players. 

Wilmington will need to con- 
tinue that collective effort in 
order to come away with at 
least one state tournament 
victory, 

“I know that the kids know 
that in order for us to be suc- 
cessful in the tournament we 
have to play like we did dur- 
ing that (winning) stretch 
(we had during the regular 
season),” said Caira. “(We 
need) tough defense, aggres- 
sive offense, timely hitting 
and (our pitchers have to be) 
throwing strikes (in order for 
be successful), We'll 
have to limit the amount of 
free passes that we've given 
up this season to have any 
kind of a shot 

“But baseball is baseball 
and at anytime, any thing is 
possible. So we'll just have to 
keep things positive and tell 
the guys to leave every thing 
that they have on the field. 
I'm proud of these kids. They 
have done their job and now 
it's time to reap the benefits 
of their hard work. The same 
thing goes for the tournament 
that we've been working with 
all year long, let's win the 
next game we play.”

Our push this year is to 
expand our rider base and 
get kids involved from the 
surrounding communities;

The Shawsheen Tech boys

American Defenders

After helping fans live out 
their dreams at Red Sox 
Fantasy Camp earlier this 
year, former Boston first base- 
man Brian Daubach is ready 
to realize a dream of his own - 
managing a professional ball- 
club for a full season. 

Daubach takes the reins of 
the American Defenders of 
New Hampshire (formerly the 
Nashua Pride) this weekl as 
the club begins its inaugural 
season in the Canadian 
American League, and has 
been putting in the hours at 
the team’s offices at Holman 
Stadium in Nashua, New 
Hampshire, working to put a 
roster together, 

“This is my first time man- 
aging, and I'm definitely look- 
ing forward to it,” said 
Daubach (who has been seen 
in recent weeks co-hosting 
pre-game and post-game Red 
Sox coverage on NESN). “I'm 
definitely looking forward to 
it.” . 
>: Daubach, who was chosen 
by the New York Mets in the 
17th round of the 1990 amateur 
draft played for the Boston 
Red Sox from 1999-2002 and 
again in 2004, and with the, 


Chicago White Sox in 2003. 


He earned a World Series 
Championship Ring © with 
Boston in 2004, helping the 
team win its first champi- 
onship in 86 years, and as a 
player had his most produc- 
tive seasons as a Red Sox. He 
averaged 21 homers and 75 
RBI per year with Boston, and 
his hard-nosed style of play 
quickly made him a fan 
favorite. Over his seven years 
in the major leagues, he-car- 
ried a .259 batting average 
with 93 home runs and 333 
RBI in 661 games. 

Daubach became interest- 


ed in the Nashua hitting 
coach position last year dur- 
ing a visit to Boston to catch 
his beloved Cardinals (he's a 
St. Louis native) take on the 
Red Sox at Fenway Park. 

"I came here halfway 
through (the season),” said 
Daubach. “Richie Hebner was 
a hitting coach in Nashua, but 
he ended up moving on to the 
Orioles organization. I had 
just kind of a random meeting 
with the Nashua General 
Manager Chris Hall. I had 
come back to the area to 
watch the Cardinals play the 
Red Sox- with some friends, 
then started doing some 
media work with WEEI radio 
in Boston, and Hall told me 
through a mutual friend that 
he was looking for a hitting 
coach, and here I am. It's 
unfortunate, because by the 
time I got here the team was- 
n't playing well and we had 
some injuries. It will be nice 
to have a fresh start." 

Daubach had his first 
opportunity to serve as man- 
ager come up unexpectedly 
last season, when Nashua 
manager (and former Sox 
player) Butch Hobson was 
ejected from a game in July. 

“Our manager (Hobson) 
got thrown out of the game,” 
said Daubach. “Our guys were 
down 5-1 or 6-1 going into the 
ninth inning, and our guys 
ended up scoring five runs to 
tie it up, and we ended up win- 
ning it on a two-run homer in 
extra innings. It was exciting. 
So I'm 1-0 as a manager - I 
haven't lost any games yet. 
Coming up here last year and 
working as the hitting coach, 
I realized that it's something I 
want to do, and that I can 
have some success at. I'm 
looking forward to the oppor- 
tunity.

playing at the major league 
level (after being drafted he 
spent seven years in the Mets' 
minor league system before 
signing with the Florida 
Marlins, making his major 
league debut in 1998) will like- 
ly give the advice he doles out 
to Defenders players. added 
credence, including ways to 
increase their chances of get- 
ting noticed by affiliated pro- 


grams. 

"That's certainly our goal 
here and should be at every 
independent league team, to 
get players noticed and onto 
an affiliated team, and hope- 
fully on to the major leagues,” 
said Daubach. “I think my 
path I took, I think it will help 
me in a management position, 
because things didn't really 
come easy for me. I had a lot 
of ups and downs, but I also 
got a chance to experience the 
ultimate at the top. A lot of 
guys, they get to the major 
league level and they never 
fail, but I had highs and lows 
at just about every level 
From being released a few 
times, to being injured and 
missing a whole year due to 
injury, to not playing well 
other times- I've been through 
it all. 

“I have to say I don't think 
there are many experiences 
that can happen either on or 
off the field that I haven't 
been in,” he continued. 
“Whether it's being released 
or asked to play in extended 
spring training, or batting 
third in an American League 
Championship Series game 
against the Yankees, I can 
relate all that to these guys. 
And the fact that I'm a little 
bit younger, only a couple of 
years removed from playing, I 
think the guys will pick up on 
that and I'll definitely be able 
to relate to them." 

Daubach’s team, the 
American Defenders of New 
Hampshire, are affiliated with 
the military baseball pro- 
gram, which was founded in 
1860 by soldiers in the Civil 
War. 

The U.S. Military All-Stars, 
founded in 1990, are part of a 
network of 32 baseball teams 
worldwide. Since Vietnam, 
over 21,500 active duty and 
Teserve personnel have partic- 
ipated in the program, and 
the historic "Red, White and 
Blue Tour of America" has 
become the most popular 
summer exhibition in the 
world, attracting over 25 mil-
